During  the  year  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease 
was  by  no  means  high.  There  were  several  mild  cases  of 
Measles  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  but  these  were 
at  the  end  of  the  epidemic  of  the  latter  part  of  1952. 


Whooping  Cough  was  rather-  more  prevalent 
year  but  thanks  to  the  new  drug  which  is  now

The  chief  causes  of  mortality  were  those  from  Cardio¬ 
vascular  conditions  and  the  number  of  cases  treated  for 


high  blood  pressure  was  particularly  high. 

There  were  only  three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis ,  none  of 
which  was  fatal.  A  somewhat  doubtful  outbreak  of  Food 


Poisoning  was  confined  to  four  members  of  one  family,  which 
was  the  only  one  notified  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  increasingly  large  number  of  children 
with  gross  Tonsillar  conditions,  with  complications  affecting 
the  ears  *  but  'these  declined  towards  the  end  of.,  the  year* 


The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  Tuberculosis  cases 
is  due  to  the  transfer  of  cases  from  Salford  who  have  become 
residents  in  Worsley*  As  you  are  aware ,  tuberculosis  is 
regarded  as  one  of  the  reasons  for  granting  priority  for 
new  Council  houses  when  the  home  conditions  are  below  standard* 

The  work  of  the  department  is  growing  owing  to  new 
legislation  and  this  is  likely  to  increase  more  than  ever 
in  the  near"  future. 
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Practically  all  the  tenant s  residing  xn  houses  in 
Clearance  Are  as  which  were  confirmed  lust  before  the  out  - 

break  of  the  last  war  have  been  rehoused  or  are  awaiting 
the  completion  of  houses  which  have  been  allocated  to  them. 


The  department  has  spent  considerable  time  in  inspect¬ 
ing  and  scheduling  areas  which  are  to  be  considered  for 
representation  as  Clearance  Areas  as  soon  as  circumstances 
allow,  and  much  of  the  work  under  the  proposed  mousing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Bill  has  been  anticipated* 


I  consider  the  health  of  the  district  to  have  been 
very  satisfactory  during  t.he  year  and  that  real  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  Department® 


One  again  I  must 'express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Council,  Councillor  J*  Pennington  J0 Pa  and 
to  the  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health

1  have  the  honour  to  present  11 rv  report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1953* 

There  has  been  very  little  change  either  to  staff  or 
to  policy  and  it  has  been  a  year  of  steady  routine® 

There  lias  been  an  increasing  demand  for  waste  paper 
and.  it  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  that  our  revenue  from 
this  source  has  improved®  Refuse  collection  has  had  its 
usual  fluctuations*  Early  in  the  year  we  were  able  to  make 
a  weekly  collection  but  owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
district  we  are  now  taking  much  longer  to  get  roando  We 
have  five  large  Karri er  wagons  and  a.  Karri er  Bantam  in 
constant  use  and  occasionally  borrow  a  vehicle  and  driver 
from  the  Highways  Department®  We  have  two  new  wagons  on 
order  and  when  they  arrive  we  shall  be  able  to  cope  more 
efficiently  with  the  growing  requirements  of  the  district. 

We  have  made  several  enquiries  concerning  land  for  a 
new  Tip  as  Barryfield  is  filling  up  and  is  now  a  long  way 
from  the  new  housing  estates® 

If  the  stream  on  the  East  side  of  the  present  tip  at 
Berryfield  were  culvert ed  in  it  would  give  us  space  for 
several  years  tipping,  for  the  field  beyond  the  brook  belongs 
to  this  Council  and  was  originally  bought  for  use  as  a  tip. 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  still  a  problem®  In  fact  ,  it 
is  growing  into  a  menace*  Smoke  from  mines  is  still  being 
blown  over  this  district*  Some  boilers  have  had  patent- 
stokers  installed  but  more  and  more  work  is  being  placed  on 
old  boilers  which  have  to  be  forced,  and  more  smoke  is 
emitted® 
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New  housing  estates  are  being  built  close  to  the  many 
mineral  lines  which  intersect  the  district  and  the  people 
are  complaining  of  the  smoke  from  the  locomotives.  Efforts 
are  being  made  to  use  Diesel  engines  for  shunting  but  so 
far  they  have  not  been  very  successful. 


Rodent  control  is  now  a  full  time  job.  The  people 
are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  danger  to  health  from  rats 
and  mice  and  more  readily  reporting  their  presence  than  for- 
merly.  Warfarin  still  continues  to  give  satisfactory  re¬ 
sults  and  we  are  steadily  gaining  in  the  campaign  of 
ext  erminat ion. 


Housing  is  still  the  most  urgent  need  but  few  authorities 
can  show  a  better  record  than  Worsley.  Within  a  very  short 
time  all  the  outstanding  Clearance  Areas  will  have  been  dealt 
with for  the  majority  of  the  families  have  been  rehoused  in 
Council  Houses  or  have  had  sufficient  houses  from  oar  allocat¬ 


ion  set  aside  for  their  use  as  soon  as  they  are  completed.  A 
total  of  511  houses  have  been  demolished  under  the  Housing 
Act  9  1930  and  172 3  people  rehoused. 

Inspections  have  been  made  and  fresh  areas  scheduled 
for  consideration  as  Clearance  Areas,  and  representations 
will  be  'made  to  define  them  as  areas  which  should  he- 


demolishedo  These  will  be  under  the  Housing  Act  9  1938* 

Once  again  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Potter  the  Housing  Manager 
for  supplying  the  information  concerning  new  houses* 


The  figures  are  so  interesting  that  I  submit  the  figures 
for  1 953  alongside  those  of  the  previous  year  so  '  that  the 
progress  made  can  be  seen  at  a  glance. 

A  new  feature  of  my  report  this  year  is  a  complete  li  st 
of  the  Pood  and  Drag  Samples  taken  by  the  Inspector  from  the 
County  in  eo-operation  with  this  Department.  The  County 
Council  is  the  Pood  &  Drug  Authority  for  Worsley  and  the  sam¬ 
ples  taken  during  the  year  are  far  above  the  recognised  number 
of  three  per  thousand  of  the  population.!  consider  that  we 
are  getting  very  satisfactory  service  and  co-operation  from 
the  Officers  of  the  County  Council. 
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The-  lists  show  that  the  usual  routine  work  is  proceeding 
in  a  normal  manner#  Every  complaint ,  however  trivial  or 
unusual  is  investigated  and  dealt  with  as  the  law  and 
circumstances  allow,  even  if  the  action  taken  is  not  always 
just  what  the  person  making  the  complaint  would  liken 

Bakehouses,  shops  and  food  premises  receive  routine 
visits,  and  are  always  visited  on  request*  Here  again  the 
■proprietors  are  very  co  -  operative  and  willingly  call  us  in 
for  advice  on  doubtful  commodities  and  surrender  anything 
not  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard*  Mary  articles  of  food 
have  been  surrendered  and  destroyed  hut  I  do  not  consider 
the  total  to  he  very  large  considering  the  amount  consumed* 

There  have  'been  no  complaints  in  connection  with  Canal 
Boats  a nd  our  routine  visits  have  not  revealed  anything  out 
of  the  ordinary® 

I  can  .repeat  what  I  said  last  year*  On  the  whole  I 
consider  it  to  have  been  a  year  of  steady  and  practical 
advancement  and  we  have  done  the  beat  we  could*  There  have 
been,  remarkably  few  complaints  other  than  those  asking  for 
houses  to  be  repaired,  and  even  in  this  most  awkward  part 
of  our  'work  there  has  been  an  improvement  *  It  has  been 
slightly  easier  to  get  repairs  carried  out,  for  materia].,  is 
not  quite  as  scarce  as  it  was  last  year®

As  I  am  due  for  retirement  in  September  tills  will  be 
my  last  Annual  report  ,  I  look  back  on  the  past  twenty  years 
with  very  missed  feelings  for  there  have  been  many  changes. 
When  I  was  first  appointed  the  principal  activities  were 
Housing,  Clearance  Areas  and  Meat  Inspection  in  private 
slaught erhouses » 

The  wax'  years  suspended  these®  I  became  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  1941  and  at  the  conclusion  ©f  the  war  we  had  to 
begin  our  reconstruction  to  try  to  clear'  up  the  mess  and 
wastage  of  the  war  years*  The  housing  programme  was  re» 
commenced,  thousands  of  houses  have  been  built,  unfit  houses 
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demolished  and  the  people  rehoused.  All  the  outstanding 
clearance  areas  have  been  dealt  with  and  we  are  now  beginning 
a  new  drive  for  better  housing  conditions*  Meat  is  being 
decontrolled  and  slaughterhouses  which  have  been  in  disuse 
since  1 940  are  being  re  ~  licenced*  The  wheel  has  revolved 
full  circle  since  1940* 

I  -can  lock  back  on  much  that  1ms  been  achieved  and  al¬ 
so  consider  with  regret  the  things  I  should  have  liked  to 
have  seen  accomplished  if  time  and  circumstances  had  not 
been  against  it.  No  sanitarian  can  ever  be  satisfied  however 
much  work  is  done,  for  there  is  always  more  which  requires 
doing* 

During  those  years  I  have  been  fortunate  in  meeting 
many  fine  characters  who  spent  their  lives  in  service  to 

the  community;  many  of  them  are  still  doing  so* 

Two  things  I  have  learned  during  my  forty  years  as  an 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  (as  I  was  originally  designated),  one 
is  that  a  sense  of  humour  is  the  beginning  and  end  of 
Philosophy,  and  also  that  however  many  clashes  and  conflicts 
there  may  be  between  officials  and  councillors,  or  between 
councillor  and  councillor  concerning  proceedure ,  there  is 
running  through  it  all  the  real  desire  for  the  welfare  of 
the  District  and  those  who  live  within  it* 

1  have  now  played  my  part,  and  am  leaving  for  others  to 
carry  on,  I  have  made  my  mistakes  and  had  my  misunderstand¬ 
ings*  For  these  I  ask  your  indulgence.  I  have  made  many 
friends  and  had  a  great  deal  of  help  and  consideration  from 
my  colleagues  and  from  the  members  of  the  Council.  For  these 
I  wish  to  tender  to  all  of  you  my  best  thanks.  As  I  shall 
be  taking  with  me  many  pleasant  memories  I  hope  that  I  shall 
leave  a  few  behind.  It  is  my'  sincere  wish  that  those  who 
remain  and  those  who  may  come  will  continue  to  put  Worsley 
and  its  people  first,  and  to  try  to  make  this  District  what 
we  should  all  like  it  to  be.
